In the Class I ( Recruitment, Promotion and Seniority ) 
Rules .-- - 

( 1 ) In Part II, in rule 20 . after sub rule ( g ), the following 
sub- rules shall be inserted , namely : 
" (h ) The selected candidates shall, if so required , be 

liable to serve as Commissioned Officers in the 
Armed Forces for a period of not less than four 

years , including the period spent on training, if any ; 
Provided that such a candidate (i ) shall not be required 
to serve as aforesaid after the expiry of ten years from the 
date of appointment; ( ii ) shall not ordinarily be required to 
serve as aforesaid after attaining the age of forty years. 
( i ) 50 % of the permanent vacancies to be filled through 

the competitive ad hoc recruitment conducted by 
the Commission after the 17th May , 1963, shall be 
reserved for graduate engineers who are commis 
sioned in the Armed Forces on a temporary basis 
during the present Emergency and are later released 
subject to the following conditions, namely : 
( i) they would have been eligible for appointment 

had they not joined military service , and 
( ii) they are at the time when they are considered 

for appointment after release from militarv ser 

vice . physically fit according to the rules. 
NOTI . -- - Till such candidates as are montioned in this sub 

rule become available for appointment. the 
reseried permanent vacancies shall be filled on a 

temporary basis .
